For the information of Chicago, the NKKKK is currently 
the subject of a full investigation which is being conducted 
by the Atlanta Division. It would appear from the above 
articles that the activities of the Illinois NKKKK! '.invo 1 ve or 
will involve the use of force or violence and involve or will 
involve the violation of Federal law, for the purpose of 
depriving persons of their civil rights under the Constitution, 
laws, or treaties of the United States. 

If not already done, Chicago should initiate a full 
investigation of the NKKKK as it exists within Chicago's territory. 
This investigation should be handled in accordance with guidance 
set forth in the Attorney General Guidelines for Domestic 
Security Investigations (AGG). Appropriate reporting rules as 
set forth in the Manual of Instructions, Volume 4, Section 122 
should be followed. 

In line with the above, preliminary investigations 
should be opened on the leaders of this Klan group to 
determine if their activities would warrant full investigation. 

Chicago is referred to Bureau airtel to Albany and 
all offices dated 5/21/76, captioned "Attorney General Guidelines 
for FBI, Information-Gathering and Retention Policies; 

Domestic Security Investigations." It is noted in this 
communication that the Atlanta Office is scheduled to submit 
a summary concerning NKKKK activities nationwide, to reach 
the Bureau by 9/6/76. This summary will eventually be forwarded 
to the Department of Justice.

In the referenced Philadelphia communications, 
Philadelphia expressed the opinion that continued in- 
vestigation of the UKA and the NKKKK did not appear 
warranted. This opinion was based on the lack of par- 
ticipation by Klansmen in this division in any activities 
which violated criminal or civil rights statutes falling 
within the Bureau's jurisdiction. In addition, Philadelphia 
pointed out that the fJKA and the NKKKK were not particularly 
well-organized nor did they have strong ties to their respec 
tive national organizations. 

Since receiving the referenced Bureau airtel, 
Philadelphia has continued to follow these groups through 
informant and local and state police contacts and Philadel- 
phians opinion regarding continued investigation of these 
groups remains unchanged. 

At the current time there is only one active 
Klan Klavern operating in this division. This unit is 
the Bucks County Klavern, MKKK (PHfile 157-4850) (HJfile 
157-168) • This klavern is a conglomeration of former 
members of the UKA, NKKKK, and various independent Klan 
groups. Informants advise that this klavern pledges no 
allegiance to any national Klan group nor does it pay any 
national dues. 

The members of the Bucks County Klavern include 
most of the old-line Klan members from various parts of 
the Philadelphia Division territory, all of whom are well- 
known to this office. Regular meetings and occasional 
rallies are held by this klavern, all of which are covered 
by an excellent Philadelphia informant. Most of these . 
meetings are strictly social affairs with little or no 
intelligence information discussed. The rallies that 
are held call best be described as group picnics.

Although the Bucks County Klavern is unaf- 
filiated, its members maintain contact with various 
Klan units around the country, specifically, the In- 
dependent Klan in New York State and the Klan group 
in South Carolina. Information regarding contact 
among these units is furnished on a continuing basis 
by Philadelphia informants. 

After a thorough review of the Klan cases 
in this division, Philadelphia is placing the UKA 
file (PHfile 157-341) and the NKKKK file (PH file 157- 
2035) in an RUC status. 

Philadelphia file 157-4850, Bucks County 
Klavern, KKKK, will be maintained in a pending status 
and informant coverage will be maintained on this group.

In evaluating the activities of the NKKKK 
as a national Klan Movement, it should be kept in 
mind that VENABLE exercises little or no control over 
his group outside the State of Georgia. Once he issues 
a charter to a group, the group functions entirely 
independent of him. He issues nbedirectives or 
publications, does not visit or inspect the group, 
and they in turn pay him no dues. They each, in 
effect, function as independent Klan groups, for 
example the Independent Northern Klans of New York, and 
the Texas Fiery Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, both 
of which were originally part of VENABLE'S organization 
but now are independent Klan groups . The only group 
of the NKKKK meeting on a regular basis is a group of 
seven klaverns located in northern Alabama and which 
broke away from the UKA in September. There has been 
no other NKKKK activity reported by any other division 
to the Atlanta Division. 

In the State of Georgia, VENABLE has only 
one active klavern, this being his own klavern located 
at Stone Mountain. This klavern has eight to ten members, 
but the klavern has been wracked by internal squabbles 
and personality conflicts which have decimated the member- 
ship. 

Atlanta sources have advised that VENABLE who 
is a lawyer with some degree of respect in the local 
community is a nonviolent man who will tolerate no 
violence in his organization and will expell anyone 
whom he considers a troublemaker. 

RECOMMENDATION ; 

VENABLE who is aging and in poor health has 
no national organization to speak of.
